BILE. 


From the Springfield (M ass.) Republican. 
Registrar Goodwin says so many things 
in his zeal to promote safety on the high­ 
way that is is hardly possible to take note 
of them all or appraise their value. But in 
his speech at the Automobile club banquet 
recently he pointed out one truth that too 
many motorists fail to understand or to ap­ 
preciate. 
“The pedestrian does not have 
to have a license yet,” said Mr. Goodwin. 
“The burden of responsibility should rest 
on the driver.” 
Most drivers with any common sense at 
all realize their responsibility so far as 
children are concerned. 
They know that 
the actions of children cannot be depended 
upon and that a car must be so driven that 
a child cannot be struck whatever unex­ 
pected movement it may make. 
But even 
when so much care is exercised pitiful ac­ 
cidents do happen and the driver is bound 
to feel a certain amount of moral guilt even 
if the courts let him off, as they usually do 
except where 
there is flagrant 
careless­ 
ness. 
The same principle holds to a consider­ 
able degree with adult pedestrians— “the 
fools, lunatics, absent-minded people and 
the rest 
who 
walk,” as Mr. Goodwin is 
quoted as calling them, it is to be hoped 
with emphasis on the “rest.” The automo­ 
bilists are still the newcomers on the high­ 
ways. The habits of the other people have 
not yet been changed to meet the new con­ 
ditions and it is doubtful if they ever can 
be full\\ 
A certain proportion of pedes­ 
trians can never be depended upon to be 
able to protect themselves in the highways 
and, as Mr. Goodwin says, they do not have 
to be licensed yet.

Address to the People 


To the People of Missouri: 
Y our representatives assembled in convention to revise and 
amend the Constitution of our State subm it the result of their work 
for your consideration and action. 
T he people voted to call the convention in 1921 and it convened 
M ay 15, 1922. 
There were eighty-three m embers, tw o from each of 
the thirty-four senatorial districts and fifteen from the State at large. 
T h e mem bership w as equally divided between the tw o dominant 
political parties— it was bipartisan. 
Four of the delegates were 
w om en and in the mem bership there were labor leaders, farmers, £ 
college president, teachers, bankers, business men, editors, and 
lawyers. All parts of the State with its m any and diversified interests 
\vere represented. 
T he w ork of the convention was done first by standing com ­ 
mittees, to which were referred the articles and sections of the 
present Constitution, together with some three hundred and seventy- 
five independent proposals for amendm ents. 
Committee meetings 
were held for the consideration of all proposals and public hearings 
were held frequently for the convenience of delegations of citizens 
w ho appeared for o r against proposed amendments. 
Extensive 
investigations and studies were conducted, not only of the Consti­ 
tution and laws of our own State and the w orkings of our State 
governm ent, but of other states as well. 
T he committees made 
their reports to the convention, where opportunities for full and free 
consideration and discussion were afforded. 
Space will not perm it a detailed 
statem ent of the m onths of 
tireless labor devoted to these tasks. 
Much time of the convention 
was given to consideration of proposals offered by various persons 
and 
organizations, m any 
of which 
contained 
progressive 
and 
meritorious suggestions but had to be finally rejected because not 
adapted to the needs of Missouri. 
E very line of every am endm ent 
adopted was condensed and corrected to insure brevity and clarity. 
T h e final draft of the am endm ents 
subm itted is the composite 
product of the earnest deliberations and careful study of the 
delegates. 
T h e first Constitution of our State was adopted in 1820, the next 
in 1865 and the last in 187 5. 
T hose w ho framed the changes 
embodied in the Constitution of 1875 appreciated the value of historic 
precedent and attem pted to adapt that document to the problems 
of that day. 
Conditions in Missouri have changed since 1875, and it 
has been our aim to propose such changes in that Constitution as 
to enable our governm ent to function properly in accordance with 
present needs. 
In 1875 the population of our State was 1,721,295; in 1920 it was 
3.404,055. 
St. Louis had a population of 310,864; in 1920 it had 
772,879. 
K ansas City had a population of 32,260; in 1920 it was 
324,4lo. 
T he assessed value of property of the State then was 
$567,988,490.00; now it is $4,613,901,497.00. 
T h e attendance in our 
public schools then was 169,270; now it is '136,522. 
T he am ount of 
m oney devoted annually to our public schools then w as $1,142,059.93; 
in 1922 it w as $40,499,939.31. 
T he running expenses of the State 
governm ent have increased more than twenty-fold. Changes, growth 
and development in farms, mines, factories, transportation, finance, 
social and economic conditions and education will readily suggest 
themselves. 
T here have been m an y efforts to amend our Constitution in 
recent years by submission of am endm ents by the General Assembly 
or through the initiative. Since 1908 there have been 93 such am end­ 
m ents proposed, 17 of which have been adopted. 
T he expense of 
such submissions has been more than $4 40,000 and the average cost 
the adoption of each of the am endm ents has been more than 
$25,000. 
Regardless of the merits of those proposed am endm ents, 
or w hether they were offered under the stress of local o r tem porary 
conditions, they had to be considered in the heat of political cam ­ 
paigns when other issues were claiming the attention of the voters. | 
T his convention was called so that if changes were to be made in the 
Constitution they m ight be submitted only after full consideration 
in the light of the whole Constitution and all related m atters. T his 
is the first opportunity for fortv-eight years th at the people of 
M i ssouri have had to pass upon am endm ents framed by a deliberative 
body chosen for that purpose only by the people themselves. 
In 
order that the voters m ay now have full opportunity to give the 
am endm ents fair consideration they are to be subm itted at a special 
electi n. 
I lur Constitution contains fifteen articles and a schedule, subdi­ 
vided int* - three hundred and tw enty sections. 
T he various articles 
deal with separate subject m atters and m atters properly connected 
therew ith. 
T he schedule contains the provisions for carrying the 
Constitution into effect and necessary for conducting the governm ent 
during the period of change from the old to the amended Con­ 
stitution. 
T h e three general departm ents of our State governm ent are the 
legislative, the executive and the judicial. 
Each is a special depart­ 
m en t and in its proper sphere is independent of the others, but all 
are closely related and the activities of each are interwoven into the 
activities of the others so that they all form a unified trinity in the 
transaction of the business of the State. 
T he legislative departm ent 
is the General Assem bly and consists of the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 
T he cxcutive departm ent consists of the Gov­ 
ernor, L ieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, State Treasurer, 
State Auditor, Attorney-General, Superintendent of Public Schools 
and the num erous departm ents, bureaus, boards, commissions and 
o th e r agencies to which the administrative and ministerial duties 
of this departm ent have been assigned from time to time during the 
years with the result th at an unbusinesslike, confused and over­ 
lapping administration of the public business has been brought about 
w ith great loss of efficiency and unnecessary expenditure of public 
money. 
T h e business of governm ent in this State has outgrow n the 
m achinery of government. 
T he judicial departm ent is charged with 
the adm inistration of justice and consists o f all the courts of the 
State. All these courts should be regarded as one complete judicial 


body composed of the various courts having various jurisdiction and 
all the courts in close working relationship with each other for the 
purpose of giving to the State and its citizens the sure, speedy and 
inexpensive disposition of litigation to which they are entitled. 
The 
present Constitution has provided a judicial system which has pre­ 
vented our judges from rendering the service which a more flexible 
system will permit. 
A n effort has been made to simplify and 
improve all these departm ents of government. 
In the making of constitutions there has been a tendency in 
modern times to lengthen rather than shorten the statement* of 


necessary principles. 
It has been the effort of the framers of these 
amendments to shorten our Constitution wherever it was possibly 
An attem pt is made also to hold fast to all those principles of th® 
older constitutions which have proved their value through the cen* 
tury of Missouri’s growth in constitutional government. 
The form of ballot will permit a separate vote on each amend­ 
m ent and a majority of the votes cast on any amendment will b t 
sufficient for its adoption.
